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Origin:  The  Illinois  Regional  Archives 
Depository  System  (IRAD)  collects  local 
governmental  records  for  use  by  researchers 
at  six  regional  depositories  located  on  state 
university  campuses.  The  system  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1976  with  a  grant  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  to  the  Illinois 
State  Archives.  In  1978,  the  Illinois  Secretary 
of  State,  who  is  also  the  State  Archivist, 
assumed  full  funding  of  the  program. 

Purpose:  Local  officials,  who  are 

under  pressure  to  dispose  of  administratively 
obsolete  records,  lack  resources  to  keep  re¬ 
cords  of  lasting  value.  Simultaneously,  there  is 
a  growing  demand  by  genealogists,  his¬ 
torians,  and  other  researchers  that  these  re¬ 
cords  be  preserved  and  made  accessible.  IRAD 
fills  these  two  distinct  yet  complementary 
needs.  The  system  provides  carefully  con¬ 
trolled,  secured  space  for  records  of  perma¬ 
nent  value,  thus  relieving  local  officials  of  a 
perplexing  responsibility.  Relocation  of  selec¬ 
ted  records  to  archival  facilities  increases  their 
accessibility  to  researchers.  Records  that  other¬ 
wise  would  be  in  danger  of  physical  deterioration 
or  actual  loss  can  be  located  and  preserved  for 
the  future.

Structure:  Under  the  direction  of  the 
Illinois  State  Archives,  local  public  records  of 
outstanding  historical  and  legal  value  are 
transferred  to  depositories  at  six  state  univer¬ 
sities.  Each  IRAD  depository  serves  a  clearly 
defined  region  of  14  to  23  contiguous  counties. 
The  Illinois  State  Archives  is  responsible  for 
finding  and  identifying  local  records  which 
meet  the  standards  for  transfer  to  a  depository. 
Relocation  of  these  records  is  then  authorized 
by  the  Local  Records  Commission,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Records  Act. 


Collections:  The  six  regional  depos¬ 
itories  acquire  local  records  which  contain  a 
broad  range  of  information.  These  include  cir¬ 
cuit  court  case  records,  probate  records,  poll 
books  and  election  returns,  school  board  min¬ 
utes,  swamp  land  records,  deed  books,  tax 
assessments,  county  board  minutes  and  files, 
naturalization  papers,  and  militia  roll  records. 
In  a  unique  manner,  the  records  at  each  IRAD 
center  reflect  the  history  and  traditions  of  that 
region. 


Patrons:  The  resources  of  the  six  IRAD 
centers  are  open  to  the  public.  Because  they 
are  irreplaceable,  IRAD  records  must  be  used 
in  the  depository.  Microfilm  that  is  on  deposit 
at  one  depository  may  be  transferred  to  another, 
at  the  request  of  a  patron.  Each  depository 
maintains  a  master  list  of  the  records  that  are 
available  at  the  five  other  regional  centers.  In 
1981,  patron  access  to  the  records  in  the  IRAD 
system  was  enhanced  by  the  application  of 
several  computer  programs.  Self-explanatory 
listings  of  all  records  in  the  system,  arranged 
by  county  and  by  subject  descriptor,  are  avail¬ 
able  at  each  of  the  IRAD  depositories. 

In  1983,  A  Guide  To  County  Records 
In  The  Illinois  Regional  Archives  was  pub¬ 
lished.  It  is  a  descriptive  guide  to  the  records 
available  in  the  IRAD  system.
